WASHINGTON (TP) — A

Ken­ 
neth B. Keating (R-NY) — but 
not until the Senate itself w a s a1- 
ready in session. 
Sen. Olin D. J ohnston (D-SO) 
objected that the motion wa s out 
of order since the com m ittee did 
not. hav e permission to bs sitting 
while the Senate wa s meeting. 
J ohnston’s point wa s upheld by 
Sen. J a m es O. Eastland (D-Misa), 
the com m ittee chairman. 
More J ockey ing 
It was just another bit. of jock- 
ey ing ov er the whole civ il rights 
issue which ha s the Senate em ­ 
broiled In controv ersy . 
Across the Capitol, mea ntim e, 
the House Rules Committee re­ 
sumed hearings on a rela tiv ely 
mild civ il rights bill. Rep. Wil­ 
liam M. Tuck (D-Va) took the 
witness chair to decla re there is 
no need for any legislation. 
Tuck, a former gov ernor, said 
100, 000 Negroes a re qualified to 
v ote in Virginia and no effort is 
made to prev ent them from v oting. 
The relationship between white 
people and Negroes in Virginia, 
he said, is good.

Despite the absence of a bill a s 
such, the civ il rights issue is on 
the Senate floor through proposed 
amendments to an unrelated bill.

Vitamin A deficiency that has 
been showing up in beef cattle in 
Uie corn belt has beef cattie re­ 
searchers puzzled. In most cases 
the affected cattle are getting feeds 
that supply an adequate amount of 
vitamin A. Most of the classical 
symptoms of Vitamin A deficiency 
are: 
lameness; 
accumulation 
of 
fluid in the brisket, knees, hocks 
and lioof-heads; and dull haircoats. 
The University of Illinois, in trying 
to remedy the situation, tried two 
sources of Vitamin A —alfalfa meal 
and synthetic A —in a dry carrier. 
R esults showed that synthetic A 
had a more beneficial effect than 
the alfalfa meal.

Members o f Dix o n Wo man’s Club enjo y ed the enlig hten- j 
ing talk o f Marg uerite L. Manfreda, administrato r o f the 
scho o l o f nursing at Elg in State Ho spital, at their reg ular 
meeting Saturday afterno o n in Lo v eland Ho use. 
MiSvS Manfreda s topic. “ Mental 
Health in the Com munity” stressed 
the im portance of community in­ 
terest, attitude and responsibility 
in the care of the mentally ill. 
Tile cause of mental illness can­ 
not readily be identified, and it is 
theorized 
there 
are 
many 
con­ 
tributing factors including physical 
and mental growth, background ex­ 
posures and past illnesses. 
There have been periods of pro­ 
gression and regression in hospi­ 
tals since the 18th Century vary­ 
ing with cruel and kind treatm ent. 
Irritability and depression are 
dissolved 
with 
socialibility 
and 
family life. Good relationship be­ 
tween patient and doctor develops 
emotional support, and tender lov­ 
ing care is part of healing. Hospi­ 
tals that are too large, too old, un­ 
safe 
and 
understaffed, 
prevent 
these measures. 
The longer mental illness goes 
undetected and unaided, the less 
chance for recovery. 
Preventive 
measures include healthy relation­ 
ship in the family, uncrossed dis­ 
cipline with children, set lim ita­ 
tions and preparation for society. 
Parents should recognize the im ­ 
portant role of the school teacher. 
She is taught to suspect emotional 
disturbances and maladjustments.
